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Rejections based on 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The language of claim 1 is confusing. It calls for "a device . . . comprising a 
navigation system which monitors and guides the device." The only element set forth 
for the "device" is the "navigation system" which leads one to understand that the 
navigation system monitors and guides the navigation system. The circular nature of 
applicant's claims is confusing and fails to "particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
invention" as is required by statue. Moreover, the only structure set forth for the 
"navigation system" is the "at least three positioning markers." Three positioning 
markers in and of themselves fail to provide for a device "for inserting instruments" as 
the preamble assserts. The claims are incomplete lacking critical elements necessary 
for a device operable for inserting medical instruments into the body as is asserted by 
the preamble. 

In claim 4, there is no antecedent basis for "the tilting . . or "the at least one 

part." 
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Rejections based on Prior Art

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of ah application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Franck et al (6,273,896 B1) 

In Franck et al, note the at least three markers 340, 540, 550 and 730 used as 
part of a navigation system for inserting medical instruments into the body. The Franck 
et al navigation system monitors and guides the device.
